wells, and which could not be 
bought for from tflou to $500 an 
acre. Accordingly the well driviDg 
goes on. and wherever the water 
gushes forth there soon appears an 
oasis in as dreary a desert as the 
sun ever baked. As time goes on 
these green spots in the desert will 
run together and the transforma- 
tion will be complete. 

The land owner is his own land 
lord so tar as his water supply is 
concef ned. In other sections, irri- 
gated from reservoirs ownetl by 
private companies, the land owner 
is ever at the mercy of some one 
else. His farm is under perpetual 
mortage to owners of the Water 
supply. In theory he can get 
water whenever he wants it, but in 
practice not always. Mayhap 
the river from which the res- 
ervoirs are filled has suffered an 
unusually dry season and the 
supply is short. In this event the 
land owner often gets water indif 
ferently. 

What Wells Cost. 

Irrigation in the artesian belt, 
however, is not a poor man's prop- 
osition. It takes money to bring a 
farm under cultivation by this sys- 
tem. Unless he is a large land 
owner bis well will cost him more 
than his land, but it is an invest- 
ment which guarantees a 6 per 
cent bond. A well in this valley 
will cost between $1,500 and $3,000. 
For the first 100 feet it costs $1 per 
foot. After that 50 cents per foot is 
added for each 100 feet. It is be- 
coming common for several persons 
to club together, buy adjoining land 
and drive a party well in the cen- 
ter. If they can agree this is an 
admirable scheme. In many cases 
owners of wells are selling water 
rights to neighbors, who have suf- 
ficient means only to purchase their 
land. 

At present very few of the artes- 
ian wells in the valley are under 
control and the waste of water is 
little short of criminal. But the 
people of the valley are beginning 



to realize that oery gallon <f wa- 
ter wasted ma> hazard "r ditr.in »h 
the supply. Laws have been 
passed imposirg heavy fines for 
permitting welU to rl >w uncon- 
trolled.
